During Interruption Both Commanders 
Make New “Dispositions. 


The Great Battle is Over, With Defeat for Russians,

Nine Miles of Mukden, 

SSOCIATED PRESS HEAD-

has been an end for the time being ot 
the fighting on a large scale which be- 
gan October 9, when Kouropatkin an- 
nounced to his army that the time 
had arrived for an advance against 
the Japanese.

“We are agreed, however,” the 
report says, “In the convsctron 
the causes of the violence of the past 
three years in Pennsy!vania, in Colo- 
rado and in Illinois, are not so much 
economic as moral. The strikes com- 
monly begin in distrust. The reason at 
the heart of it Is that the master has 
as little confidence in the good will ot 
the men as the men have in the good 
faith of the master. Where distrust 
and antagonism are well founded, there 
is nothing for it, so far as the church 
is concerned, except one version. 
IGNORANCE OF PRINCIPLES.
